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BULLDING OPERATIONS : SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
Three months ended 31st March 1960 


A summary of building operations in South Australia from 1955 to March 1960 is 
shom in Table 1 of this bulletin. More detailed information concerning types of houses 
is shomm in Table 2, other new buildings in Table 3, employment in the building industry 
in Table 4, and dwellings in local government areas in Table 5. 


As shown in Table 1, the total number of new houses commenced in South Australia 
during the three months ended 31st March 1960, was 2,413, which is the highest recorded 
since the collection commenced in September quarter 1945. The table also shows that 
there were 2,337 houses and flats completed during the March quarter. This was 357 (18 
per cent ) more than the number completed during the corresponding period of 1959 and 
comprised 360 additional houses and 3 fewer flats. 


Table 2 indicates that the trend in owner—built houses continued to decline, the 
nutber commenced during the March quarter 1960 being 197, compared with 248 commenced 
during the March quarter 1959. However, the number of contract built houses commenced 
reached a new peak of 2,216. 


As is apparent in Table 3, the value of "new buildings other than dwellings and 
factories" commenced, completed or under construction is subject to considerable 
fluctuations from period to period. This may be due to the fact that the projects 
covered may vary considerably in scale, so that a single project may be a large propor- 
tion of the total, and to the fact that the timing of the commencement and completion of 
a large project may depend on whether it has been let as a single contract or as a series 
of contracts to be completed in stages. Thus the series in Table 3 of value of new 
buildings under construction is much less likely to be an index of changes in pbuilding 
activity for the types of buildings shown than would be the case with the ‘series for 


houses and flats. 


Persons employed at 31st ilarch 4960, on all jobs of builders of new buildings 
(shom in Table 4) totalled 13,307. This was the highest level recorded, the number 
employed having increased progressively since March 1959. 


In recent years, a considerable proportion of home building has been concentrated 
within a few local government areas. During the March quarter 1960, dwellings completed 
inthe areas governed by the ilunicipal Corporations of Iiarion, Campbelltown and Enfield, 
and the District Council of Salisbury (which includes Elizabeth), shovm in Table 5, 
accounted for 41.3 per cent of the State Total.
